Admiral Sims’ name does not ap­ 
pear in the list of members of the Ad­ 
visory Committee of the Conference 
on Limitation of Armaments and the 
New York Tribune M*ould like to know 
why. .

Sims was believed to be a 
great favorite with the present regime 
because he was the 
most 
outspoken 
critic of the former one and in par­ 
ticular because he had a violent fall­ 
ing out with Secretary Daniels. 
Of all 
the naval officers of the United States 
he seemed, at least upon a superficial 
view, to stand the best chance of be­ 
ing accorded the honor of serving as 
a naval adviser in the 
great 
confer­ 
ence. 
While not disposed to get into such 
a state of indignation as that which 
The Tribune is in over Admiral Sims’ 
exclusion, we confess to some curios­ 
ity as to why he was excluded. 
Still, 
it is possible to make a guess as to 
the reason. 
Admiral Sims got himself 
into very hot w ater with a large num­ 
ber of persons most of whom voted 
the republican ticket in the last elec­ 
tion and the support of whom the ad­ 
ministration desires to retain.

15.—A plan for “harvesting of the 
iorests” as opposed to the present 
system of denuding the wood tracts 
of this and other states and that if 
it proves advantageous may revolu­ 
tionize the lumber industry of the 
country, has been put into execu­ 
tion by Henry Ford on a section of 
land about two miles from Sidnay, 
Houghton county, Mich. 
The plan, that is attracting con­ 
siderable attention among lumber­ 
men, has as its basic principle the 
conservation 
of 
Michigan’s 
fast 
dwindling timber supply. 
The section chosen for the exper­ 
iment is a part of Mr. Ford’s hold­ 
ings in the upper peninsula. 
The 
idea, in brief, is to 
remove 
from 
this tract only the 
mature 
trees. 
Underbrush and the wasted wood 
leit in lumbering operations are to 
be carefully cleared away to 
pro­ 
tect the remaining 
trees 
against 
fire. 
The young trees remaining will 
be permitted to attain maturity. In 
the meantime they 
will seed 
the 
ground ahout them and w'hen they, 
in turn are cut, the next crop will 
have been started. 
Thus harvests I yesterday 
may be made in each of a period of 
years indefinitely. 
One feature of 
the plan is 
to 
leave 
sufficient 
space between the growing trees to 
permit their rapid development. 
Mr. Ford and his associates 
ad­ 
mit that the cost of rearing trees 
in this way will be greater than 
the present expense 
of obtaining 
lumber, but point out that unless 
conservation remedies aro applied 
at once the future will see the for­ 
ests depleted and that the country 
in the ftuure will 
pay 
dearly for 
its past neglect. 
E. G. Kingsford, a member of a 
Ford concern said concerning the 
venture and its possibilities: 
“Mr. Ford is convinced that the 
public interests demand 
a 
funda­ 
mental change in treatment of our 
forest w'ealth. 
The inevitable 
re­ 
sult ot the present system will 
be 
denuding of our forest lands. 
As 
this denuding 
continues 
lumber 
costs will advance steadily. 
Final- 
Ij denudation will be carried to the 
point where the need 
of 
romedal 
measures will be realized 
every­ 
where. 
At that time reforestation 
will be the only hope for the fu­ 
ture and this is a slow and expen 
sive process. 
“The harvesting 
of trees 
is

practical alternative. 
In our pres­ 
ent test w’e will cut trees with

minimum diameter of 10 to 12

ches. 
We not only will remove all 
wastage from the trees felled

Mi. Secretary and 
members of 
the conference, ladies and gentle­ 
men : 
It is a great and happy privilege 
tc bid the delegates to this confer 
f nce a cordial w'elcome to the cap­ 
ital ot the I nited States of Amer­ 
ica. It is not only a satisfaction to 
greet you, because wre were lately 
participants in a common cause, in 
which shared sacrifices 
and 
sor­ 
row’s and triumphs brought our na­ 
tions more closely together, but it 
is gratilving to address you as the 
spokesmen for nations whose con- 
! victions and atteding actions have 
as much to do w'ith 
the weal or 
woe of all mankind. 
It is not possible 
to 
over-ap- 
praise the importance of such 
a 
conference. 
It 
is 
no unseemly 
boast, no disparagement of 
other 
nations, which though not repre­ 
sented are held in highest respect, 
to declare that the conclusions of 
this body will have a signal influ­ 
ence on all human progress— on 
the fortunes of ihe world. 
Here is a meeting, 
I 
can well 
believe, which is an earnest of the ; 
awakened conscience of twentieth 
century civilization. 
It is not 
a 
convention of remorse 
nor a ses­ 
sion of sorrow'. It is not the con- 
lerence of victors to define terms 
of settlement. 
Nor is it a council 
oi nations seeking to remake hum­ 
ankind. 
It is rather a coming to­ 
gether, from all parts of the earth, 
«o apply the better attributes 
of 
mankind to minimize the faults in 
cur international relationships. 
Speaking as official sponsor for 
the invitation, I think I may say 
the call is not of the United States 
ol America alone, it is rather the 
spoken word 
of a 
w’ar-w’earied 
world, struggling

hungering and thirsting for better 
relationship: of humanity 
crying 
ter relief and craving assurance of 
lasting peace. 
It is easy 
to understand

rifice, not by one of us, but by ail 
of us. 
I do not mean surrended rights* 
or narrowed freedom, or denied as­ 
pirations, or ignored national nec­ 
essities.

w'ould give. No 
pride need 
be 
humbled, no nationality submerged 
but I w'ould have 
a 
mergence of 
minds committing all of us to less 
preparation for war and more en­ 
joyment of fortunate peace.

It is 
but just to recognize varying needs
